Tbe bills to increase the salaries of the 
State Treasurer and thaSeeratarjrof State 
were defeated. 

i Senator Peterman's bill appropriating 
'$6,000 to rebuilt] the county buildings 
of Monroe, which were destroyed by fire, 
passed by a vote of 20 against 7. 

The report of the committee which in- 
vestigated the Feeble-minded Institute 
disdoeee that irregularities In the man- 
a^^enieiit of tlie 8lt'war<rH department of 
tliu institute were discovered, but there 
was nothing in them smacking of fraud. 
It recommended that the institute be 
converted into an insane asylum for 
femalee. As a feeble-minded institute it 
is pronounced a failure. Of abont 100 
inmates but five are turned out annually 
as self-supporting. Tbe cost per capita to 
tbe SUte is |220. The servfces of Dr. 
S'ewart, tbe Superintendent, and his wife 
are highly commended, and they are 
recomended as being eminently fitted to 
manage the insane asylum In contempla- 
tion. Accomjianying the report were two 
bills. One repeals the law creating tbe 
Feebl«*mindad lastitnta, and tha other 
proposes to create (ha Fhusklart Faasale 
Lunatic Asylum. 

Tha bill to prohibit tha aala of dgarattea 
to parsons nnder aightasm years of age 
will probably pass. 

The bill authorizing the Ma]rslick and 
Flat Fork Turnpike Companies to extend 
their lines to certain places has been 
passed. 

A bill has been passed creating and 
regnlating the office of Treasurer of Nich- 
olas County. 

The Senate and House have passed 
the bill to create a new State Board of 
Equalization. The bill provides for one 
member from each Appellate District, to 
be appointed by tha Oovemor; these 
persons, together with tbe Auditor, con- 
stitute the board, which is to equalize 
Bsssssments of real and personal proper- 
ty in tbe State, upon a basis af atzt^'Oine 
percent, of caHh value.
